The meaning of cake-making 
terms used in recipes must be fully 
understood.

INDUSTRIES ENCOURAGED 

The opinion is widely expressed thntAlbeita should keep its gas 
and force new industries to locate in the province. As aci.izen of 
Alberta, I am in the front rank of those who would like to see the 
province become an industrial centre, but other fac ora than cheap 
fuel enter Into the picture. Lack of raw materials, low density of popu¬ 
lation and high transportation costs to markets are obstacles which 
cannot be by-passed easily. But up to the present time cheap fuel in 
he form of gas and coal has not attrac ed industry here to any marked 
dtgrae. Fuel is not the factor in cost of production tha; pe jple gener- 
ally believe. The overall cost in Alberta, excluding electilc energy, is 
“Bid io bo actually less than Wc of the value of the product. To deter 
ithne the ratio of cost of fuel to value of the product, the U.S. Census 
of Manufacturers made an analysis of 20 industrial groups in »he 
United States, manufacturing 446 different industrial products. The 
result showed that only 2 industry groups:—Iron and steel, and clay 
and glass products,—have fuel ratios in excess of 5%. For all 
manufacturing industry the ratio of fuel cost to product value was 
only 1 Vi r >. Cheap fuel alone cannot, therefore be said to be a deter-

Speaks for Northwest Niturai Gas Co 


Should we in Alberta export natural gas—or should we not? I 
lielieve we should. Provided exi>ort permissions are granted the North 
west Natural Gas Co. plans to build a pipe line to convey natural 
gas from Alberta to Vancouver, via Spokane and Seattle. Rut first let 
me assure the people of Alberta that it is only a porttion ol the uurp'ys 
gas available that will l>e ex pored, and that portion only after pro¬ 
viding for present and fpture requirements of the Province of Alberta 
As you know a Commission appointed by the Government of Alberta 
lias conducted a series of hearings to inquire into be natural gas re : 
serves in the province. |n its submission to this Commission the North 
west Natural Gas Company made the following statement: The 
Northwest Natural Gas Company recogulzes and subscribes to the 
principle that the present and forseeablc iu ure natural gas require¬ 
ments of the people of Alberta muni be assured and have priority over 
export.” That statement is most convincing as to the attitude of the 
Company. As 1 said before, it is only a portion of the surplus gas that 
the Company plans to export. 

RESERVES ARE AMPLE 

I think we all realise that there are vast reserves of natural gas 
in Alberta, discovered and yet to be discovered. Geologists tell us that 
the geological conditions in Alberta are quite like those in the large 
gas producing areas in the United States, where large reserves irre 
being continually added as a result of the search for oil and gas. At he 
present time there is no incentlvein Alberta >0 explore lor, develop 
gas fields. Decent discoveries of gas have been made by accident in 
the search for oil, but unfortunately, these wells are being capped o 
abandoned, because there is no market for gas. During the recall 
hearings of the Gas Commission, evidence was given o show tha if 
there was a market for gas. individuals and companies would b» cn 
< 011 raged to drill knowing that if they did no find oil but found pas 
their investment would not be lost. This is exac ly wh it happened in 
the United States. According o “Gas Facts” published by th»* Am ii<an 
Gas Association, the total gas reserves in the Uni ed States in ti e 
year 1925 amounted to only 23 trillion cubic fet t. The rapid expa s o 
of pipe line transmission systems made a market for naturall gas and 
so encouraged he search for new discoveries that in 1935 reserve 
were increased to <»2 trillion cubic feet. By the end if 1947 the re 
serves had risen to the astounding figure of approximately 1 H«> rill 01 
cubic ect.Tho dl 'cmorios of natural gas have kept far a! ead of con- 
smuptioc r.s ; result of die search to supply new m rk t .. In tie I'.gh 
oil lie experience of the United States, would we not be justified in 
an icipating that large new discoveries of gas would be made in 
Alberta if there was a market for it? It is reported that in the five year 
period ending 1918 an es imated gas reserve of 2.S triTon cubic feet 
of gas was discovered in Alberta. Most of these di. cover es w*er£ mad 
accidentally in the search for oil. The state of Texas alone has reserves 
e 9" trill (-11 cubic feet and here is a growing opinion that Alberta 
may proveto he another Texas. The suggestion of Dr. Link, a con¬ 
sulting geologis* v ell 1-n,#v. n to Albertans, thit* the reserves in Alberta 
might prow* to he 50 or even 90 trillion cubic feet should, there ore 
ml be pe ?ed too lightly.

RESERVES WILL INCREASE 

The estimates of proven ami probable reserves of natural gas in 
Alberta as reported in 1918 by Dr. Hume..Dominion Government Chief 
Geologis!., imliculud 3.6 trillion cubic fee. of gas. New discoveries of 
during tiie period since tins survey was made have resulted in an 
upward revisionof his original estimates. Giving further evidence 
reci lily before the Alberta Gas ( omission in Calgary lie increased 
Ins estimated reserves of 1.3 trillion cubic fee 1 . This figure, liowevei 
did not include the Fincher Creek field where as yet only one well 
has been brought in. But he did Hay, ihttt if a second well now being 
drilled w as brought in, the field would have a potential of ut least 500 
billion cubic feet.lt ip a coincidence that Mr. W. E. Spooner, a con 
suiting geologist from the United States who also gave evidence before 
the Commission, estimated the reserves, including the Fincher Creek 
field, to be 1.9 trillion cubic feet, w hich is closely In line with Dr. 
Hume's estimate. 

When we talk in terms of approximately 5 trillion cubic feet, let 
us remember that the present consumption in Alberta is less than 40 
billion cubic feet per annum. At Ibis rate of consumption tbere.is a 
supply for about 120 years, even although no new discoveries are 
made, which is very improbable. On the other hand it seems to be tho 
opinion of all geologists who haxe examined the situation in Alberta 
that present reserves will be increased many times if a market for 
gas is created. After all is said and done markets are necessary for any 

industrial progress. 

There are people who question the ability of geologists to measure 
with any degre of accuracy the amount of gas underground. We must

It is not enough to rely entirely 
upon memory when It comes to de 
elding what repairs have to be made 
Each machine must be thoroughly ex 
a mined from top to hot om, from one 
end to the other. The wheels are 
taken off and checked as dm iirnu 


are that the bearings need cleaning 
and repacking with grease. What 
about tne power lift? Was it working 
properly when used last? Disc furr¬ 
ow openers will not do their Job pro¬ 
perly if they are seized up nor if 
ihey are too loose. Press wheels on 
drills sometimes shear their pins and 
slide along the shaft. 

Springs do not last forever. There 
are some on almost every machine, 
even on such innocent Implements as 
lever harrows. Each spring has a 
Job to do. If one is broken, or ha^ 
been lost, replacement is necessary. 
Spiings are to be found everywhere 
and in all sizes, from the big count¬ 
erpoise springs on one-way discs and 


mowers to the little ones in grease 
nipples. The grease nipples are very 
important too. They provide the 
means by> which a machine can be 
lubricated. Grease is cheaper than 
bearings. •! 

Hut it is not enough to examine 
only the working parts of the mach¬ 
ine. Without a framework to hold t 
them In place the working parte 
would be useless. Frames are subject 
to considerable vibration and strain 
and may have cracks in the metal. 
Nuts sometimes work loose and bolts 


are losst. The loss of a bolt may 
lead to the breakage of oneof the 
vital parts of a machine. 

Plow shares and cultivator shovels 
should not be overlooked. After last 
year’s dry fall they will all need 
sharpening. The blacksmiths is not 
so busy now as he will bo in a month 
hence. 

A thorough check over and necess 
«ry repairs to machinery now will 
eliminate many cosily delays during 
the season. 

It is never too early to mend.
